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Plainfield Asks Change 


in New Railroad Route 


New Survey Would Put Road 


Through Village Instead of Two 
Miles to North-Also Nearer to 
Otsego 


A movement, projected by several prominent residents of the 


Piaiuiield vicinity, is on foot to change the route of the Peiuisy 
railroad branch which is to provide a short cut from Birds Hun on 
the C. & M. to Morgan on the Panhandle. 
The route originally 


surveyed passes two miles to the north of Plaiuiield and a map has 
been prepared by residents of that vicinity which will change the 
route so that the road passes directly through the village making a 
shorter cut and a better grade. 


AVith the road passing directly through Plainfield. the residents 


•will realize a long felt want and local business will be helped to a 
large extent. 


The Original Route 


As the route has been surveyed, 


the road will start at Birds Run 
following Wills creek west to 
what is known as North Bend, two 
miles east of Plainn'eld, and from 
there to the McClain school house 
in Lafayette 
township, thence 


through West Lafayette to Mor- 
gan Run. 


The New Route 


The new route which has been 


prepared would leave the survey- 
ed route at the Forney farm which 
is about two miles south of Xorth 
Bend and pass through 
what is 


known as Cook's Gap. The road 
would then pass directly through 
the village of Plainfield and join 
the survej-ed route at the McClain 
school house. 


It is shown that the new route 


would be shorter by about 
two 


miles and that the grade would 
be easier. 


Trade from Otsego 


With the road passing through 


Plainfield. the distance from Otse- 
go to a railroad would be several 
miles shorter than to Xew Con-

raising of staple, temperate zone fruits. If «-ver there was a fit-It! 
left undeveloped in any t-uiumuuity year after year, it is the scienti- 
fic culture of apple?, peaches and kindr.-d fruits right here in our 
own midst. 


True, there are a few fruit growers in practically every 
com- 


munity in the country who have experimented enough with local 
soils and who know enough of the value of spraying and the other 
modern methods required to prod we first class fruit to appreciate 
the vast opportunities which are being overlooked in this county. 


But our people as a whole are nut awake to the tremendous pos- 


sibilities which await th" scientific orcharditt of the future. They 
apparently prefer the uncertain pursuits of oil, gas 
and 
similar 


speculation to the more .substantial and irn-aJer possibilities which 
await the scientific horticulluralist. 


It is true the apple industry requires considerable time and, con- 


sequently capital, before material return-; are received. But this 
excess capital is more than made up fur, ass compared with ordin- 
ary stock farming in Use difference in the price of the land which 
is adapted to the two pursuits. 
AVithout definite knowledge we be- 


lieve the assertion is n safe on-- that land which may be depended 
on lo bring excellent results for orchard purposes can be bought 
for half tile money that the Micccssfu! ho<r and cattle raiser demands 
for his purpose. 


Xor is the quality of Coshocton rounty fruit an uncertain pro- 


position. No belter fruit grows out of doors. Thirty years ago peo- 
ple were lured t-> Kansas with eloquent tributes paid lo Kansas ap- 
ple*. Twentyyear.s a:>o ihe same kind of talk was indulged in 
about the "magnificent apples of Southern C.ilifnrnia." 


But we all know the truth abou* Jh- fruit business today. Neith- 


er Kansas nor Southern California evi-r did and they never will pro-
